gives rise to a powerful explosive ef- 
fect. 
Wnj. Michelini one day fired one 


of these puns into the water at an angle 
of about 45 deprece. A dend fish al- 
most immediately rose to the surface. 
On examination no wound was discov- 
erable in the body, tho death being due 
•ntlrcly to tho hydraulic shock arising 
from the impact of the bullet with tho 
water. This i lew w as amply confirmed 
by further experiments, uud many fish 
were Idlled by the blow of the bullet 
on the. water exactly as if by an explo- 
sion of a dynamite shell. The effects 
of the hydiaulic shocks seemed to be 
sufficient to kill all flhh within two feet 
to two feet six inches of the point ol 
tho impact.

•the Berlin Bor&cn-Courier, oiiwhatlt 
anerti to b? hagh authorit}-, IB as fol- 
low*: In June a year ago outstanding 
notes of the princess to the amount of 
aOO.OOO gulden fell due, and her credit- 
ors presented them for payment-. 
Their dealings had never been with 
the prlnceiui personally, but always 
with a certain lieutenant, who pro- 
leKsed to represent her, Lieut. Mat- 
taeio, with whom she eloped. On this 
occasion he a*ked the creditors for an 
extension of time and for a further 
loan of 278,000 gulden. They held buck, 
but offered to lend the money if all the 
paper wa» indorsed by th« emperor 
of Austria or the king of Belgium. 
Later they agreed to accept the in- 
dorsement of Crown Princess Ste- 
phanie instead. Notes with her In- 
dorsement and bearing n high rate of 
interest were thereupon given to 
•them. 


One of the money lenders happened 


to look Into a nhop window cue day, 
and saw there a plclur* of the crown 
princes*, with her signature under- 
nenth. It (.truck him that the hand- 
ivritlr.g was not tlio siime ns that on 
his notes, und to cU'ar the matter up 
he itinde Inquiries at the «rown prln- 
ce»s' j.ulace. Though not admitted to 
lier presence, he obtained from her an 
t xplicit declaration that she had never 
signed a promissory note of any kind 
in her life. He went straight to the 
police with hi» story, and the polico 
informed the court chamberlain. In 
answer to his inquiries, the crown 
prlnctHn repeated her assertion that 
•he had never feigned any form of 
note.

Euiopc'an papeis are devoting spnce 


to the, truublcb viliicu ure. continually 
iipitutiuy labor circles iu Cicrmaiiy. 
It is freely admitted the incetMint agi- 
tation is of national importance, luii- 
iug a poUtical bearing of iignUlciiuee 
far bejond that usually attributable 
to Ruch pucuumuia. Violence has ac- 
roiiipaiiii'd so many of the strikes of 
the pait few mouths that the emperor 
himself found it expedient to s,peuk 
strongly of the' matter iu a public 
.speech. 
Ilib woitfti have been con- 


strued variously, nccoi'tllng 
to the
